Then 
carry the paper and the cards around 
during the next week, or two, calling on 
the membership and soliciting subscrib- 
ers personally, and you will surely win 
the day. The work ought to be done; 
itcan be done. Brethren of the pastor- 
ate, will you not do it? It is.wworth your 
toil. 

But some brother will no doubt say 
he is already overburdened and cannot 
do this work. Especially do city pastors 
feelthus. But they will remember that 
such a man as J. O. Peck always did this 
sort of work, and always with marked 
blessing to the Church. In the leading 
Churches in Chicago, Baltimore, New 
Haven and Brooklyn, Dr. Peck made it 
his business to push the circulation of 
the Church papers, both from the pul- 
pit,and in his house to house visitation. 
And he always claimed that this was 
among the best work he ever did. 
Many other city pastors we know do 
the same thing, not only in our own but 
in other Churches. Ina rather recent 


issue of the New York Odserver one of 
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the editors writes as follows under the 
caption of ‘Booming a Religious Paper.” 

“Rey. Calvin Yale was a minister in 
the early half of this century in New 
England and New York, of whom the 
Church had no reason to be ashamed. 
He declared the whole counsel of God 
to men, and he made full proof of his 
ministry. He was fully abreast of his 
age, and did not hesitate to entertain re- 
ligious and benevolent schemes because 
they were new. The Sabbath School 
enlisted his warmest sympathies, and he 
heartily co-operated with those who es- 
tablished the religious newspaper. It 
was his custom for years after the New 
York Odserver was established, a paper 
in which he had a deep and abiding in- 
terest to the day of his death, to give 
notice from his pulpit when the time 
came around to renew subscriptions to 
the Odserver. He would make a stirring 
address upon the value of this paper to 
the family, and its efficient aidto the 
cause of religion and the Church of God, 
would urge allof his congregation to 
subscribe for it, and close by inviting 
them to send their subscriptions to him 
that the list might be forwarded at once. 
I have seen some of these lists, embrac- 
ing a large part of the adult member- 
ship of hischurch. He continued to do 
this service for some years after I became 
connected with the Odserver, and has 
now gone to his reward.” 


The writer may be pardoned for add- 
ing that he pursued this plan during a 
pastoral life of twelve years, and it 
never failed to furnish an increased list 
of subscribers for the Church papers 
presented, while this fact in turn helped 
his work in all lines as a pastor. We 
beseech the brethren to push the claims 
of the Advocate at once.”

LESSON FOR JANUARY 20, 1805. 
JOHN VI: 25-35. 


Christ the Bread of Life. 


BY WARREN H. LANDON, D.D 


Golden Text.—‘He gave them bread 
from heaven to eat.” 

After the feeding of the five thousand, 
the disciples undertook to cross the sea 
to Capernaum. Inthe darkness of the 
night a storm overtook them. In the 
midst of it Christ came unto them walk- 
ing on thesea, and calmed the storm. 
Directly they were at Capernaum. 
Hither the people, those who had been 
with him on the other side of the lake, the 
day before, came also. They asked him 
whenhecame hither. Their “when” prob- 
ably included “how.” They possibly saw 
him going into the mountain the night 
before at the time his disciples took ship 
to cross the lake. Now they found him 
in the synagogue at Capernaum. They 
were curious to know how it came 
about. He did not answer their ques- 
tion directly. They had profited but 
little by the miracle of the day before. 
What good would it do to tell them of 
another? 

Though he answered them not di- 
rectly, he did indirectly. As on other 
occasions he answered the thoughts of 


their hearts. ‘‘Ye seek me, not because 
ye saw the miracles, but because ye did 
eat of the loaves, and werefilled.” How 
did he know the low, sensual desires 
which led them to seek him? John tells 
usin another place (11.25), he “needed 
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not that any should testify of man; for 
he knew what wasin man.” There are 
still those who follow Christ “for loaves, 
not for love.”’ 

In the direction not to labor for the 
meat which perisheth, we have nota 
prohibition against men’s laboring for 
their daily bread. The two kinds of 
meat, that which perisheth and that 
which endureth, are contrasted; and 
men are urged to seek the latter even 
more energetically than the former be- 
cause it is more important. 

Then the questioners asked him, 
“What shall we do, that we might work 
the works of God?” This is always 
the question, “What shall we do?”’ Men 
wish to be saved by their own effort. 
Christ taught them thatif they would 
work the works of God, the first thing 
to be done was to believe on his Son 
Jesus Christ, faith first, then other works 
would follow. Right belief, then right 
life, right works is the true order. “It 
is a very common charge against Chris- 
tianity, that “it puts creed above con- 
duct.” Whether there is any truth in 
that charge depends upon what is un- 
derstood by the term ‘creed.’ When 
Jesus was asked directly concerning 
right conduct, he answered that a right 
belief is the basis of right conduct. If 
that be giving a first place to ‘creed,’ 
let it be borne in mind that it is Jesus 
Christ himself who makes the assign- 
ment. A popular saying now-a-days is, 
that it doesn’t make any difference what 
aman believes, if he only acts right.’ * * 
But when God has sent his Son to be a 
Saviour and a Guide, it makes all the 
difference in the world whethera sin- 
ner accepts or refuses to believe on the 
One who isthe only mediator between 
God and man. So far, a correct belief 
is all-essential as a basis of right conduct 
and of safe conduct, That isthe truth 
as Jesus put it.” (Trumbull. ) 

The full meaning of Christ’s words 
concerning himself as the bread of life, 
it is not easy to understand. ‘This chap- 
ter should be read to the end, for it has 
much to say about this wonderful bread 
beyond the point where the lesson ends. 
His questioners said, ‘How can this man 
give us his flesh to eat?” and many, 
even of the diciples, said, “This is an 
hard saying; who can hearit?”’ And 
yet Farrar tells us that “The metaphors 
which Jesus used had not, to an edu- 
cated Jew, one hundredth part of the 
strangeness which they have to us. 
Jewish literature was exceedingly famil- 
iar with the symbolism which repre- 
sented by ‘eating’ an entire acceptance 
of and incorporation with the truth, and 
by ‘bread’ a spiritual doctrine. * * * 
Those who heard Christ in the syna- 
gogue of Capernaum must almost invol- 
untarily have recalled similar expres- 
sions in their own prophets; and since 
the discourse was. avowedly parabolic— 
since Jesus had expressly excluded all 
purely sensual and Judaic fancies—it is 
quite clear that much of their failure to 
comprehend Him rose, not from the un- 
derstanding, but from the will.” 

Whatever may be the deeper mean- 
ings of the passage, it is clear that Christ 
emphasizes here the importance of com- 
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ing to him and believing in him in order 
to have eternal life. No works alone 
are sufhcient. We must come and by 
faith feed upon Christ as the bread of 
life. It is important that our bodies 
should be fed, but still more important 
that our souls should be fed. Jesus 
Christ, the bread of life, has been pro- 
vided, a food that satisfies the hunger 
of the soul. Of this bread we must eat 
not once only, but continually. We ate 
bread at our tables yesterday, but we 
are hungry again today and must eat 
again. So once feeding upon Christ 
will not suffice. We must every day, 
evermore, have this bread. 

It is important to notice that Christ 
is here presented, not as a luxury, but 
as a necessity. He is bread, that which 
is upon every man’s table, poor and 
rich alike. Bread is called ‘‘the staff of 
life.’ Christ is life itself. The ques- 
tion is not, Will the reception of Christ 
add more comforts to my life? but, Can 
there be any true life without Christ ? 
This chapter answers, No. No true life 
without Christ, the bread of life. With 
a sincerity and earnestness greater than 
that of the questioners in our lesson, our 
prayer should be, “Lord, evermore give 
us this bread.”

SAN FRANCISCO.—Report of the work 
of the Christian Union Mission, 590 
Mission street, from April 20th to 
December 31st, 1894. When the Mission 
moved to their present quarters, the out- 
look was anything but cheering. The 
place had to be fitted up for its new pur- 
pose, debts to be paid, etc. For awhile 
the superintendent managed to get 
along, but when the support from the 
various Churches ceased almost com- 
pletely, the Board of Managers were 
glad to accept the offer of the First 
Presbyterian Church to assume manage- 
ment for one year. Since then the Mis- 
sion has prospered. The formal open- 
ing took place on Thanksgiving Day. 
A plenteous free turkey-dinner had 
been provided for about 200 worthy 
men, the chapel was dedicated and good 
speakers were present to say a cheerful 
word to everybody. Serviceshave since 
been held nightly with a total attendance 
of 2,350. The prayers of the Christians 
were requested by 233 men, and 37 
claimed victory over sin. Most of the 
latter are still with us, leading a 
new life. The students of the San An- 
selmo Theological Seminary have given 
valuable assistance, and will continue 
to lead the meetings on three nights of 
each week. 

We sheltered 15,897 men, and fur- 
nished 12,312 meals; 1,989 beds, 5,436 
meals, 328 baths, roo pieces of clothing, 
50 shirts, socks, and underwear, etc., 
were furnished free. 

Our new Free Employment Bureau 
has been instrumental in securing em- 
ployment for ninety-three men; the 
reading room is the means of keep- 
ing many men from saloons, 
and we are very thankful for the 
liberal contribution of reading mat- 
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ter. Hoping for the co-operation and 
prayers of all Christians, 
J. G. Supt.
